400 ARRESTS. 
) PATIENTS VOTE IN. 
HOSPITAL. 


Berlin, Yesterday. 
The end of the election_. cam- 
paign was marked by rioting in 
the capital and the provinces, 
The most serious encounter was 
in Berlin last night when large 
crowds of Communists assembled 
at their headquarters in Bulow 
Square. Fg ot 

Several lorries containing Na- 
tional Socialists which passed, 
were fired on by Communists and 
one Hitler supporter was killed, 
besides several being wounded. 
The police with the utmost dif- 
ficulty cleared the Square. 

‘A dozen Hitler supporters were 
seriously injured elsewhere in the 
city, by bottles of hydro-chloric 
acid hurled at them. A total of 
200 arrests has been made all 
over Berlin,

} LACQUER TRADE.

AN IMPORTANT 
CENTRE. 


Although-the lacquer trade at 
Hangchow, Chekiang _ provincial 
capital, is not so important ag that 
at Hankow and Ichang, yet, due to 
its proximity to the various lacquer 
producing districts of South-eastern 
Anhwel and Western ‘Chekiang, 
Hangchow has “become one of the 
chief Incquer “constiming centres 
Lacquer consumed on the Hangchow 
market ig of three. kinds: the hwei 
and the taien tsi. 

the hwei tsi 
is of the best quality,  be- 
ing the product of Ihsien, 
Shihsien, formerly Hweichow, Chiki 
and Siuning ‘of Anhwei province. 
The yen tsi is comparatively inferior 
in quality and it is chiefly produced 
in Fenshul, Shuman, Suian, Show. 


Among _ these, 


. ‘chang und Kientech Chekiang pro- 


Vinee. The tien tsi Is a still more 
inferior variety of which the chief 


. producing centres are Linan, Yut- 


sien, Changhwa , and Sinteng,’ 
Chekiang province, 

The raw’ lacquer Js a kind of 
white, resinous sap obtained from 
the trunk of the tsi shu or the 
{nequer tree (Rhus yericifera). It 
ia a perennial plant’ of the family 
Anacardlaceae and thrives in: tem- 
perate and cold climes, The farmers 


‘always plant them near the farm~- 


steads, around the farms ‘or on the 
banks of rivers and artificial ponds, 
It is propagated from seeds which 
are usually sown in well-pulverised 
soil, either in early spring’ or in late 
autumn, When the young , plants 
trow to two or three feet high, they 
are transplanted in new beds 20 or 
30, feet apart. After five or lx 
years of ‘transplanting, the tree 
grows rapidly to a height of about 
80 fect, bearing pinnate leaves, one 
to two feet long, and large panicles 
Tapping 
for lacquer is started when the tree 
grows to five or six inches in girth 
ynd‘is continued at intervals until 
the tree {3 60 or 60 years old. After 
whatever lacquer remains ‘in the, 
trunk and branches is exhausted, ' 
the tree 
roots so ag allow the growth of fresh 
shoots, i 
‘Tapping The Trees. 

The season for tapping lacquer 
commences from the Intter part of 
Sune'or the beginning of July till 
October or November. The tapping

The first incision ig cut at a height 


ground, ‘Then’ parallel cuts . are 
made at intervals of about one foot 
until the lowest branches are reach- 
ed. The cuts are’ made slantwise, 
and ate about .one foot long’ and 
over one-third of an inch-deep. © At 
the middle of each incision, an open- 
ing is made with a long sharp knife. 
and, at each opening, bamboo “tibes 
or oyster shells are’ placed to collect 
the sap which exudes from the 
wounds, The removal .of the sap 
trom the receptacles is usually done 
in the evening, for the sap, when ex- 
posed to air, will rapidly change its 
Feolour: from pure white Into dark 
brown. The exudation from each 
wound is allowed to continue for 
about five days before the cutting of 
new incisions, which are usually 
made ata spat a little above the old| 
marks, and in this way the whole 
trunk is tapped. After a tapping, 
the tree ts allowed a period of from 
five to seven years to recover. The 
amount of sap yielded byeach tree 
depends upon’ the condition ,of the 
tree, the kind of ‘soil in which it 
‘grows and the time and manner of 
tapping. Generally, the output from 
each large tree by a season's tapping 
averages about ‘two cattle. , 

Although the tapping season ex- 
tends fromi-ldte June to November. 
yet the sap is most abundant from 
the middle of July to the middle-of 
October. The sap collected during 
this petiod has two . commercial 
names. That collected from the last 
week of June to the second week .of 
Iply is known ag mei tsi, while that}. 
collected between the second week of 
July and the first week of August is 
\nown'ad fu tsi, As fine weather is 
most suitable for Incquer tapping, 
the fu tsi is; therefore, superior In 
quality to the mei tsi. 

After the sap has ‘been collected, it 
is strained through a piece of cot- 
‘ton cloth to have the broken pleces 
of bark. and other impurities re- 
moved. Then it is pounded in a 
wooden bowl to insure a uniform 
density before it is strained .once 
more through some finer material 
such as - paper, waste silk, 
ete. ‘The liquid, which then 
becomes a viscid and  even- 
flowing fluid is pliced in a 
large wooden pan and evaporated in 
tht sunshine. After the liquid as- 
sume’ a dark brown colour, it is 
packed in caska for the market. 

The cultivater of lacquer trees 
find their products very useful for 
various purposas. The sap is em- 
ployed as varnish and in the making 
of lacquer wares, and the: fruit, 
when crushed in a wedge-press, 
yield a fatty ofl known as tsi yu, 
much used in candle making. The 
residue.from-which the ofl has been 
extracted is very nourishing as feed, 
for ponies and cattle. When the 
trees are too old, they are felled. 
The timber thus obtained is an 
excellent material for making rail- 
| way sleepers, while the branches. 
tocether with leaves, burned as fuel, 
| Where It Comes From, + 

As stited above, Hangchow péts 
ita supply of raw. lacquer chiefly 
from south-eastern Anhwei and 
western Cheklang, The product ia 
mainly shipped to Hangchow, in 
junks. Generally the bulk of the 
output of, the’ various districts 
formerly under tha jurisdiction of 
“Hwelchowfu and eee ig 
brought directly ‘to © Hangchow 
through Hweikiang aa Tsikiang 
Rivers, On ‘the -other hand, the 
products of, Fanshui and Kienteh 
are first collected at Tunglu, and 
that produced at Yutsien and jits 
environs, at Yuhang. Nevertheless, 
the total output from these-districts 
Is rather limited. According to a 
recent report, the annual output of 
the hwol tsi is estimated at over 100 
piculs, that of the yen tsl, at over

Han Fu-chu, Ma Hung-kuei and 


‘|Shih Yu-san have been sworn 


friends for a long time, and 
always were considered “grey 
Generals.” i 

Ma Hung-kuei’s hands are tied 
this year owing to his father being 
virtually a hostage in Nanking, 
but recently Ma.Fu-hsiang left 
Nanking for the front on a plea of 
visiting Chiang Kai-shek. He is 
now stated to be safe in his son’s 
camp. ‘ . 

Shih Yu-san is a native of Kirin 
and has received considerable 
supplies this. year from Chang 
Hsueh-liang, and is. under his -in- 
fluence. By. taking this step 
these Generals would all come 
under the hegemony of Mukden, 
thus greatly strengthening Chang 
Hsueh-liang, who would thus prac- 
tically control Shantung and pos- 
sibly Anhui as well—Reuter.

CHARGE ANNULLED AFTER 
APPEAL. | : 


A case aeriously ivelvliia: ‘one 
of their shipmaster members has, 


‘for some time past,'occupied the 


attention of the Imperial Mer. 
chant Service Guild. 

Arriving ‘at Curacao , from 
Puerto Cabello,, which was a 
smallpox infisted part under the 
quarantine regu'ations, none but 
the master, his chief officer, chief 
engineer and purser were permit- 
ted to go ashore, and all the 
necegsary precautions to prevent 
this wete taken by the master. 


Unfortunately, some difficulties |: 


arose with the authorities over 
two ordinary seamen and a fire- 
man, who, owing to the sweltering 
heat, had puta ladder over the 
side for the purpose of bathing. 
Subsequently, the master was 
served with a-summons for in- 
fringing the. local regulations. 
The case was heard elmost wholly, 
in Dutch, and the” master em- 
phatically denied that he had con- 
travened the regulations. The 
magistrates,, after adjourning, 
firstly fined him $200 or 
‘two. months’ imprisonment, but 
later modified this to the’ -ex- 
tent of a fine. of $80 or one 
month’s imprisonment. 
Thereupon, the legal advocate 
of the Imperial Merchant Service 
Guild. at Curacgo, Mr. C. H. 
Jonckheer, entered, on behalf of 
that body, an appeal to the high 
court there.

-Saves British Sailor 
From Drowning. 


TO BE REWARDED, 


“Rarely is it that one discovers 
‘lin the. ordinary Chinese the pre- 
sence of mind ‘or the courage 
which was ‘displayed yesterday 
morning by a Chinese boatman ‘on 
|the Whangpoo; says 8 Shanghai 
paper in its issue of September .1., 
Usually a: inet aversion to 
water'is exhibited by the average 
coolie, and the mere idea of swim- 
ming ig as remote from his mind 
as the pyramids’ from Bucking- 
ham Palace.’ But, as is often the 
ease, there is an exception to the 
generally accepted idea of sampan 
cvolies. This exception was found 
yesterday. Had it. not been for 
the courage of a Chinese sampan 
man, another harbour tragedy 
would have resulted. 

Returning from shore leave at 
11.30 a.m; a British ‘seaman; at- 
tacked to: the destroyer lender 
HL.M.S, Bruce, engaged a sampan 
at the Customs Jetty and directed 
it’to his vessel, which is anchor- 
ed at the British naval buoy off 
the ‘Bund. The sampan was 
navigated to the gangway of the 
destroyer, where the seaman pro- 
ceeded to clamber, aboard. A 
swift tide was running at the time 
and, owing to the bumping of the 
sampan against the warship’s 
side, the seaman lost his footing 
and tumbled into the swiftly 
moving waters. 

The accident was witnessed 
from the warship and immediately 
a lifebelt was.heaved over the 
side. Due to the terrific rate at 
which the tide was running, the 
seaman failed to connect with the 
belt and, fully dressed, struggled 
against the:tide for ‘about 100 
yards. He was rapidly. becoming 
exhausted ‘when one. -of: the 
numerous sampans in the vicinity 
was ferried rapidly towards him. 

Without hesitation the Chinese 
in charge of the small vessel 
jumped overboard, swam a few 
yards and reached the exhausted 
sailor. The coolie was able to 
keep his man afloat until the ar- 
rival of the smal! steam pinnace 
which had been lowered from the| 7 
warship, * 

The rescuer and the seaman 
were taken, on board and the sam- 
pan, ‘which was rapidly drifting 
with the tide, was taken in tow. 
. The boatman was properly 
cared for aboard H.M.S.. Bruce 
and a handsome ‘reward of a 
monetary character is to be hand- 
ed him within the near Zabire.

Testing of p Siinples of. 
Acids Recommended. 


CASTLEFORD INQUEST. 
1 . Castleford, July. 26. 

Searching inquiry as to the 
cause of the explosion at Messrs. 
‘Hicksoi und = Partners’ , chemical 
works on July 4 was: made by “the 
Coroner for the Pontfract, Dis- 
trict (Mr. W. Bentley) as the re- 
Bumed inquest to-dny: on ‘the thir- 
teen victims of the explosion., It 
was necessarily an inquiry involv- 
ing technicalities, but every effort 
was made to keep it intelligible to 
the laymen on the jury. - Home 
Office experty: were prosent at the 
inquiry, 

‘The jury found that an axpioaiga 
had occurred in the acid mixer and 
wns caused by the presence of a 
nitro body; that it was accidental 
and there was no negiigence;-and 
they recommended that in future 
samples of the acids should be 
taken and tested before being 
placed in the “eggs,” or vessels, 
through which they are supplied to 
the mixer. 

The Coroner said that this was 
a verdict of death.from migadyen- 
ture. 

Tho explosion took place in 
what was referred to throughout 
the inquest ag the acid-mixing de- 
partment—a department | where 
sulphuric acid and nitric acid were 
mixéd by mecHanical means. Jt 
was stated that the sulphuric acid 
waa blown into the mixer by com- 
pressed air from a boiler, referred 
to as No. 28, and the nitric acid 
was poured in from drums. 


Two Theories, 

The leading witnesses. put for- 
ward two theories to account for 
the explosion. Mr. George Her- 
bert Frank, the technical director 
and works manager of the firm, 
thought it could have been due 
only to the presence of hydro- 
carbon in some form, but could not 
explain how hydrocarbon could be 
present. The suggestion that 
there might have been a leakage 
from a benzol-pipe, which passed 
“about fifteen feet away from the 
mixer, hardly seemed tenable, in} 
his opinion, because the pipe had 
not been charged, and used for 
twelvo hours before the explosion. 
Mr. Hubert Hoyle, who was in im: 
mediate. contro}, of the mixing de- 
partment, expressed very similar 
views. i! ‘ 

Mr. Sidney’ Herbert Newman 
(engineering inspector of fac- 
tories) and Dé. E. H. Watts 
(inspector of explosives) both 
thought the explosion must be due 
to the presence of a nitro body in 
the mixer. Mr. Newman believed 
the nitro body must have been 
blown into the mixer when {f Was 
charged with sulphuric acid, and 
said'that tests made at the boiler 
No, 28 showed that: a: nitro body 
was actually present in the form 
of oil. 

Mr, Frank described in some de- 
tail the proceas of mixing sul- 
phuric and nitric: acid. The mix- 
ture, he aaid, was non-flammable 
and non-explosive. 

The Coroner: Have yoy any 
opinion to express as to what there 
was to cause, ‘first fire, and second- 
ly ‘an explosion ?—There should be 
nothing in the process to cause 
that. . 

Is it a new process, or has it 
been carried on some time?—The 
works have been carrying It- on 
since 1915. This and similar mix- 
ings must have been done three 
times a week, -

The eclipse will be visible over the 
South Pacific, partial eclipse begin- 
ning at sunset at Cape. Horn, South 
America, and at sunrise in eastern 
Australia, on October 21 or 22 (ace 
cordirig to the side of the date line 
from which it is observed).

Chinese Who Made oda 
Assignment ? ; 


_— TIME ‘LIMIT. PRACTICE. 


The caso’ in which Li Po-kwal, 
alias Li Kam; who made a pecu- 
liar assignment of his landed pro- 
erties, and as a result of this -as- 
signment, one of his sona was al- 
-leged -to« have mortgaged his 
moiety to a third-party, was again 
mentioned before the Full Court 
this morning before His Honour, 
Mr. Justice J. R. Wood (Acting 
Chief Justice) and Mr. Justice P. 
Jacks. (Acting Puisne Judge). 

The case tvas orivinally heard 
by the former Chief Justice, Sir 
Henry Gollan, KC, and judgment 
was rendered in favour of Li Pq 
Kwai. An appeal was then lodg- 
ed, and the case 
Sir Joseph Kemp, K.C., Sir Peter | 5! 
Grain, and Mr., Justice Wood. 
Judgment in the appeal case was 
delivered on October 28, uphold- 
ing the decislon of ‘the lower 
court, 

An application for leave to ap- 
peal to His Majesty in Council 
was lodged this morning by Mr, 
C. G. Alabaster, K.C.. on behalf, 
of the appellant-defendant, Tsang 
Chuen. Mr. F, C. Jenkin, instruct. 
ed by Hastings, Denny & Bowley, 
was for Li Po-kwai, respondent- 
plaintiff. . é 

Preparation of Records, 

“Mr. Alabaster, who was ine 
structed by Mr. F, X, d’Almada, 
ten., said that as’ the amount in 
dispute was ovér $5,000, he was 
thus ‘privileged to appeal to the 
Privy Council. to have the case 
re-heard. There was only one 
matter which he would have to 
refer to, - ‘and that was’ that he 
had received a 'Ictter from the 
other ‘side stating, 
iimit should be asked for the pre- 
paration of the records. Yeér- 
honally he had always thought 
that the time limit should be six 
months.

The death occurred under tragic 
circumstances carly 
morning of Mr. -Kinzo Kitazawa, 
Secretary of the. Japanese Con- 


*tsulate'In Hong Kong, who was due 


to leave the Colony shortly: 
On Saturday';.night he was the 
guest.of hdnour’ at a farewell party 


given at the Tokyo Hotel by a num-, 
ber of his colleagues at the Con-’ 


sulate, and local Japanese mer- 
chants, 

; When dinner was over at about 
11.80 p.m., the party retired to the 
lounge on the second floor for a 
Nttle entertainment. ; Then Mr. 


Kitazawa went to ‘the verandah and 


‘Jeaned over the railing, apparently 


feeling giddy and wanting a breath 
of alr. 

Suddenly - he overbalanced and 
fell over. Others who rushed to the 


verandah saw him strike the fron 


railings on the first floor balcony 
and then rebound and fall into the 
street: 

When his friends -reached the 
street, Mr. Kitazawa was found 
lying unconscious, surrounded by a 


‘crowd which had quickly gathered. 


The motor ambulance was sent for 
and the injured man was hurried to 
the Government Civil Hospital, 
where he expired about three hours 
later. 

. Mr. Kitazawa, who was only 29 
years of age, had been in the 
Japanese Consular Service for some 
time; and was previously connect+ 
ed with ‘the local Japanese diplo- 
matic service in Cina. 

He was a very popular member 
of the Japanese community, all 
of whom will regard his death as 
a personal loss. 

Mrs, Kitazawa preceded her hus- 
band to . Japan only about three 
days ago, and he was to have gone 
to join her In a few days,
